The plaLL'oi-m ouposes life tenure In th(! 
public service, and "favors fixed terms; 
ot olllce, and such an administration ot j 
the civil service laws as wNlafrord equal 
opportunities to ail citizens of ascer- 
tained iitness." Mr. Bryan, In his con-^ 
ventlor. speech, thus explains this dec--, 
laration: 
"What we oppose in that 1 


plank is the life tenure which is being , 
bu:U up at Washington, which excludes 
from participation in the btnelits the 
humbler members of our society." In 
his letter o£ accept.ince, he adds: "A' 
permanent ofHce holding clasd Is not In , 
harmony with our Institutions. A lixeil ! 
term In appointive oHlces, except where 
the federal constitution now 
provides 
otherwise, would oper. the public service 
to large numbers of citizens without Im- 
pairing its efficiency." 


The statement that "Life tenure Is 
being bulli up at Washington " is wholly . 
false 
All persons in the classified serv-1 
ice are subject at all times to dismissal.; 
the only limitation oila\v being that they ' 
cannot be removed for refusal to render 
political service, or to contribute to cam- 
paign funds. 


The policy of "Fixed terms of office," 
demanded by both platformr_and candi- 
date, wou.lcl result "in a cl£an sweep" of 
all public officers ar.d employes—compe- 
tent and Inefficient, faithful and 
un- 


faithful alike, it invokes the periodical 
displacement of trained servants, the 
substitution of those who 
are 
Inex- 


perienced, and the complete destruction 
of business methods In the conduct of 
the government. Bitter experience has 
shown the confusion and disorder at- 
tendant upon such changes. 


Mr. Bryan says of the present system; 
"It excludes from participation in ths 
benefits the humbler members of our 
society." The present system excludes 
no one who can prove, after competitive 
trial, that he is best fitted for the duties 
of the ollice to which he aspires. It is 
one of the chief advantages of the merit 
system that the humbler members oi 
society have equal opportunities with 
the most L'lHuerr.lal In entering the pub- 
lic service. All enter the service on equal 
ttnns, all n-.ust depend for advance- 
ment upon fidelity and eHiciency. 
No 
favoritism nor political inil'ience will 
secure admission or promotion Nu plan 
could be more essentially 
democratic. 
It Is significant that of those passing the 
examinations, 70 per cent have been 
educated In the common schools and 13 
per cent in academies and 
business 


schools.and 12 per cent had college educa- 
tion. The greater number are candidates 
for positions requiring scientific train- 
ing. 


The platform and the declarations ot 
Mr. Bryan, in his letter, indicate that 
there Is to be a complete partisan recon- 
struction of the civil service, with the' 
restoration of ihe spoils system. No new ! 
legislation is necessary to accomplish" 
this result. The mere election of a presi- ( 
dent who will not modify the civil serv-' 
Ice rules in accordance with these prin- J 
ciples will restore the spoils system as i 
it existed during the worst period of our ] 
political history, with its evils greatly i 
multiplied, owing to the growth and j 
complexity of the government service. 
The merit system has been slowly and 
laboriously evolved out of the necessi- 
ties of our public service, and the condi- 
tions of our political life is added greatly 
to by the economy and efficiency of admin- 
istrations. It has given a new incentive 
to praiseworthy ambition and effort. 
I; 


has opened a new career to Industry and 
capability; and more than all, It has re- 
moved from our politics much of the 
temptation to corruption and mercenary 
conduct. 
The subordinate places in the 


government have become lor the flrst 
time positions of public trust, instead on 
rewards 
for 
partisan 
service. 
Thu 
merit system, the product of a genera- 
tion of progress, will, if the principles ot 
the Chicago platform be enforced, be 
destroyed at a single blow: the business 
of the government will be thrown back 
Into chaos; the cost of its maintenance 
will be Increased by many millions, and 
the spoils system, one of the greatest 
perils which has menaced our govern- 
ment since the Civil War, will again 
threaten the integerly and permanency 
of our institutions. 


The platforms of both the Republican 
and the National Democratic parties, as 
well as the declaration of their candi- 
de.tas. give explicit assurance that in the 
ev-'T.t oC the success of either, the exist- 
ing system will not only be maintained, 
but extopded wherever practicable.
